Some Big Yields 


Twenty-four Bushels of Flax to the 
Acre in Alberta ie 

After a temporary interruption ow- 
ing to unfavorable weather, thresh- 
ing is again getting under way in Al- 
berta. Some big crops are being re- 
ported from the irrigated farms near 
Brooks. Austin Young, who came to 
Alberta from California last year, sct- 
tling on an irrigated farm south of 
the town, has just completed thresh- 
ing a 56-acre field of flax. His total 
yield is 1,344 bushels, an average of 
24 bushels to the acre. At present 
prices this crop is worth about $6,000; 
each acre, therefore, yielded a return 
of $107 during the first season’s work- 
ing. A. Duchseher, who farms near 
Tilley, an adjoining district, has 
threshed a field of barley which yield- 
ed 40 bushels to the acre, and @ crop 
of flax which averaged 18 bushels to 
the acre. This farmer has had about 
two years’ experience with irrigation.

The Need For. : 
National Economy 


With the successful flotation of the 
Victory Loan 1919,—the enormous 
stim of $673,200,000 having been sub- 
scribed,—the people of Canada have 
made provision for their great finan- 
cial indebtedness occasioned by the 
war, When the Great War broke out 
with «such startling suddenness in 
1914, Canada pledged its last man and 
last dollar, if necessary, to uphold the 
cause of justice and liberty and to 
secure the triumph of those prin- 
ciples in which they believed, and 
which they regarded as alone making 
life worth -living. 

‘The @anadian people have kept 
faith, Their soldiers bore the brunt 
of battle right up to the last minute 
of the fighting, the Canadian Corps 
constituting the storm troops, the 
spearhead of the great allied advance 
from Amiens and on through Cam- 
brai and Mons to victory, Those 
who remained at home served “by 
work, self-denial and saving, and 
they have poured out their money 
in large amounts and small in order 
to enable the government to pay the 
country’s bills and liquidate the in- 
debtedness it had contracted. Canada 
still owes the money, but it owes it 
to its.own people who have loaned 


it to their country. 
CANaAGdans Maye Uone We and tare 


no reason to belittle their own ef- 
forts or to be ashamed of the results 
achieved by them, They have done 
all, and more, than was asked of them, 
even by their own government. Many 
reasons might have been advanced 
why the people of the Dominion 
should hesitate, but they cast it all 
aside in the broad national interest. 
The Victory Loan 1919 was a vote 
of confidence, not in any government 
or administration, but in Canada,—a 
demonstration by the people of Can- 
ada of a supreme confidence in them- 
selves and their Dominion, 

Now that the means have been pro- 
vided for,a “cleaning up” of the fin- 
ancial slate, and the restoration of 
the country to a more normal basis, 
it becomes the imperative duty of the 
Federal Government to institute the 
strictest economy in all national ad- 
ministration, and by the introduction 
of reforms, place Canada on the high- 
way to marked future development 
and increased prosperity, happiness 
and contentment for all its people. 

There is nothing to be gained in 
secking to disguise the fact that there 
has been gross extravagance at Ot- 
tawa during the past five years. No 
doubt some of this was inevitable 
during the war, and Canada was not 
the only country to make such mis- 
takes, But it cannot go on, It must 
be checked forthwith, and a return to 
financial sanity in Federal affairs 
established, Canada’s expenditure at 
present far exceeds the revenue, This 
condition cannot be tolerated much 
longer. The two must be made to 
balance. This can only be done in 


=| 


one of two ways, or rather by a com- 
bination of both. 

First and foremost, our national 
expenditures must be reduced to the 
lowest possible point consistent with 
efficient administration. There is 
room for the cutting off of millions 
of expenditure, the stoppage of leaks, 
and the careful husbanding of* the 
country’s finances. If this cannot be 
carried to the point where the ex- 
penditure is reduced to present in- 
come, then the income of the coun- 
try must be increased, This, of 
course, means an increase of taxation, 
and this the people must bear, 

The second duty of the Federal 
Government, therefore, is to waste no 
more time in evolving a scientific 
scheme for raising the revenues re- 
quired ‘to cover our national expen- 
ditures. This will involve the most 
careful consideration, in order that 
no injustice be done to any class or 
section of the country; in order that 
those who are best able to carry the 
burden shall take the heavy end of 
it and those least able get off more 
lightly; and finally, that the fiscal and 
taxation policies be so drafted as to 
promote the maximum development 
of the natural resources of the coun- 
try by which alone can employment 
be provided for all the people and 
our national wealth and prosperity be 
increased, 

Our present haphazard system of 
Federal financing must be scrapped, 
existing injustices and inequalities in 
taxation removed, and a general re- 
adjustment and re-classification 
brought about, and this must be done 
without further delay if disaster is to 
be avoided and the confidence of the 
people not seriously undermined, and 
unrest become more widespread. 

The Canadian people, too, as indi- 
viduals, must realize that our great- 
est national need today is a universal 
adoption of the policy of increased 
production coupled with greater ec- 
onomy in living. For a time at least 
luxuries must be reduced to a mini- 
mum and extravagant indulgences of 
all kinds stopped. Having made the 
world safe for democracy, we must 
now set ourselves to the task of mak- 
ing democracy safe in the world, and 
this can only be done by the people 
as a whole getting back to first prin- 
ciples in conduct, in living, and in 
productive work.

A convention of farmers was held 
in one of the southern states a few 
days ago, when a resolution was pass- 
ed to the effect that six hours labor 
daily on the farm or in urban industry 
were not enough to feed and clothe 
the world.

Rumania Will Be More Than Self- 
Supporting 

The territory included before the 
war in Hungary, Bulgaria and Ruma- 
nia probably will export at least 
1,650,000 tone of bread grains from 
current crops, compared with 3,900,- 
000 tons in average pre-war years, 

So far as its production of bread 
grains is concerned Bulgaria is prac-
